I. Claim 23, drawn to a computer implemented method for modeling, classified in 716, 
subclass 2. 

II. Claims 24-29, drawn to a method of fabricating, classified in Class 438, subclass 613. 
Ill Claims 30-33, drawn to a method of fabricating a packaged integrated circuit , 

classified in Class 438, subclass 107. 

IV. Claims 34-36 , drawn to another method of fabricating a packaged integrated circuit, 
classified in Class 438, subclass 123. 

Currently, there is no generic claim. Group I invention to Group IV invention are species 
and distinct, each from the other, because the method of Group I invention draws to a computer 
implemented method for modeling; while Group II invention differently draws to a fabrication 
method including forming and filling the openings with solderable metal; while Group III 
invention differently draws to a fabricating method including providing a plurality of signal 
lines, a plurality of first power lines, a plurality of second power lines coupleable to a second 
power source, all on the second surface of a substrate, with signal lines between the pair of first 
power lines; while Group IV invention draws to a fabricating method comprising a plurality of 
groups of lines including groups of lines of at least three different widths, and coupling the chip 
to some of the lines. 

Because these inventions are species and distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status as shown by the above different classifications and as given in the 
above examples, the fields of search are not co-extensive and separate examination would be 
required, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, even though 
this requirement is traversed. Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not 
patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In 
either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the 
evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
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application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a petition under 37 
CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
